o Parker Center preservation would mean that the city cannot fit all their needed office space on that 
parcel - meaning they would most likely look to FSN and Mangrove for remaining real estate needs. LT 
already has a vision for what we want to see there, and it's vital to our community that what gets 
developed in LT is for the community, by the community! 

0 Where Parker Center stands used to be Little Tokyo until it was taken by the city for civic center 
expansion - part of why we care about what happens here, and want to see this property more 
connected to and strengthening our community 

o What will replace Parker Center will be better not just for the Civic Center area for but its connectivity 
and integration to LT, and is part of the larger fight to culturally preserve and sustain LT 

o Also - anything about what people want to see on FSN (anything related to the arts and arts 
institutions, housing, GFB development, community space, etc) can be highlighted, while linking back 
to how only the demolition of Parker Center enables this.
